. This pamphlet is a reprint of the series of-artièles on

Bulletin. The articles have been revised and brought up-to- 


-date. r ° 
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“ In the present century the state is becoming increasingly an 
institution of Social Services rather than merely a custodian of law 
and order. Most of the progressive governments have undertaken 
a large number of activities in this field and in this gountry also 
there is a growing interest in the problems of Social Services. It is 
now recognised that while everyone has some obligation to society, 
Social Service itself is a highly specialised job requiring appropriate 
theoretical and practical training. We have in this country a vast 
field for Social Services of all kinds and there will be enough 
opportunity for those of our young men who are inclined towards 
Social Services and take up advanced training both theoretical and 
practical in this subject. A brief survey of available facilities for 
such training in some of the more progressive countries of the world 
is given in this pamphlet. 


As has been mentioned above, Social Services are now recognised 
to be a specialist’s job. The equipment for éhose embarking upon 
this occupation would naturally include adequate knowledge of 
certain basie Sciences which are relevant to all branches of Social 
Services as well as specialisation in certain subjects appropriate to 
the branch of Social Service in which they would like to work. 
Besides some practical training would ‘always be necessary, 


Social Service is a very wide term and under it are generally 
included such activities or occūpations as are inspired with the 
common aim of promoting the well-being of the community. Every 
side of life falls within the purview of Social Service and the various 
branches into which this subject is now divided touches upon every 
important aspect of community life. Some are concerned with the 
work, recreation or living conditions of the ordinary citizen whilst 
others eater for special classes of persons such as the delinquent, the 
mentally defective, the sick and those in any kind of trouble. In 
all these branches there are attractive careers open to all young men 
and women who are interested in the common people and their 
improvement. Some of the possible openings are those of factory 
inspectors, hospital almoners, housing managers, juvenile employ- 
ment officers, psychiatric social workers, public assistance officers, 
welfare workers for the blind, deaf and mentally deficient, moral 
welfare workers, personnel managers and welfare workers in industry, 
wardens of settlements and community centres and youth leadera 
and secretaries of relief committees and charity organisations.

The first qualification for all kinds of Social Work is an interest 
in and a sympathetic attitude towards the individual, his needs and 
difficulties and a keen desire to help ordinary people to have not only 
satisfactory environmental conditions but also every opportunity 
to develop their facilities.and gifts and live healthy balanced lives, 
The: second requirement. is..a.good.education.and those: who-are able - 
to take a general university degree course, possibly including social 
subjects, before they start on a Social Science course. will be well. 
advised to do so. Authorities in England and elsewhere. are; 
increasingly coming to the conclusion. that social. workers. need. to 
have some experience of life before they can usefully help others: 
and.also that it isia mistake for young people to start to specialise; 
too soon inthe particular. branck:of Social Work which they. regard. 
asr their choice.. This is particularly true of such branches. as; proba-.- 
tion work and mental and moral welfare. work, where maturity: of: 


outlook is essential. Lastly, good general health and sufficient reserve 
of energy are required, 


CHAP'TER II 
THE UNITED KINGDOM 


Training. 

Training for many forms of Social Service consists, of a course 
of study, generally of about two years’ duration for a diploma or 
certificate in Social Science, followed by a short period, usually 
between three and twelve months, of specialifed training for the 
particular service in view. Courses include lectures and tutorial 
classes, instructional visits and practical experience under skilled 
supervision. University graduates may generally take a shortened 
course although at certain universities this is dependent upon the 
degree subjects taken. This concession is sometimes extended to 
persons who have already acquired special knowledge or experience 
of social work. The award of the certificate or diploma depends 
not only on passing a written examination but on the satisfactory 
completion of practical work with organisations such as family case 
work agencies, youth clubs and residential settlements. Lately the 
Committee for training Jewish social- workers, London, has made 
special arrangements for Jewish students at Bedford College and 
the London School of Economies to do some of their practical train- 
ing with the Jewish-Board of guardims if they so desire. The 
following institutions give an information about types of openings 
and general conditions regarding Social Service : :

University Courses. ° 


Several universities and ‘colleges in the U.K. offer courses lead- 
ing to either degrees or diplomas or in some cases certificates in Social 
Science. The duration varies from one to three years, the diploma 
course usually: extending over the minimum period and the degree 
course varying from two to three years. Part-time courses need 
four ‘years’ study. It is also necessary tu note that the length of 
the courses may be considerably reduced for university graduates 
whose degree course has included relevant subjects. and for other 
candidates who have had special experience. 


(3) 
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The cost of study is usually comparable with any other course 
in the Arts Faculty of the universities. The course fee leading to the 
certificate or the diploma in Social and Welfare Work varies from 
£30 to £52. At the University of Edinburgh, for instance, the fee 
for the full course (diploma) is £51 9s. And this is reduced 
considerably for those who are permitted to omit some subjects, The 
fee for the two-year certificate course is £42. The examination fee 
does not usually exceed £3. Students also pay matriculation fee.

Several of the universities provide courses of study in Social 
Work and Welfare as a separate subject. They have a separate de- 
partment for that branch of study. But in some cases Sociology and 
Social Work are combined together and courses are offered in both. 
Certain university degree courses are particularly suitable for those 
who wish to take up Social Work. Vocational training is included 
in the courses for the following degrees: London University B.Se. 
(Household and Social Science), which can be taken at Kino’s 
College of Household and Social Science, the B.A. of Liverpool 
University with Social Science as a special subject; the B.A. (Admin.) 
of Manchester University with Social Administration as a special 
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subject; the B.Com. (Social Study) of the University of Birmingham ;- 

- and the B.A. in Social Studies of the University of Durham. The 
courses for the University of London B.A. (Sociology) and B.Se. 
(Econ.) with Sociology as a special subject cover all the theoretical 
side of the Social Science Certificate. Holders of these degrees re- 
quire practical training in Social Work for at least six months. Other 
“degree courses in History, Economics, Psychology and Philosophy 
provide a good background ; the Modern Greats course at Oxford 
and the Cambridge Economies Tripos are particularly useful. In 
what follows are given particulars about the courses offered at the 
Universities. e 


Queen's University. o 


. ° 

The University offers two courses: one leading to a diploma 
and the other to a certificate in Social Studies. For the diploma 
course students must not be less than 20 years of age on the 15th of 
November of the year in which they enter, and if they have not, 
matriculated“ they must furnish evidence of haying reached a 
standard of education sufficient to enable them to profit by the course. 
In this connection they will be required to submit to a written test. 
The length of the course is usually two sessions (two years), but 
graduates of recognized universities may complete the course in one 
session in special circumstances. The preseribed courses are as 
follows : 


Social Economies, Public Administration, Social History, 
Social Psychology, Social Administration, Statistics, 
Social Philosophy, Health and Hygiene, the Legal 
System. 

The first four courses are normally taken in the first year and 
the others are studied in the second year, Candidates have to do 
some practical work and complete it to the satisfaction of the Board 
of Social Studies. The greater part of the practical work must be 
done at agencies engaged in Social Work in the city; but it may in 
part consist of investigations or research on an approved topic. Also 
visits of observation to places of interest to the social worker are 
arranged. The total amount of practical work and the hours at 
which it is available are such that it cannot be undertaken by 
students who are vocationally occupied in the day time. 

The fee for the course is £18 18s. plus an annual enrolment fee 
of £2 2s. and an examination fee of £3 3s. 

Practical work is not required for the certificate course which 
covers the same theoretical instruction and is spread over the same 
period as for the diploma. Part-time students must spend three

If Philosophy is taken as an honours subject candidates may

The University awards also a Social Study diploma. Candi- 
dates must normally have passed or obtained exemption from a 
matriculation examination. The minimum age for admission to the 
course is 19 years. The subjects studied include Economies, Econo- 
mic History, Public Health, Elementary Social and Political Philo- 
sophy, Elemdnts of Physiology and Psychology and two of the 
following: Principles of Government, Industrial Law, Industrial 
Relations and Psychology and Social Biology; and either Industrial 
Law (if not taken already) or Psychology anel Principles of Educa- 
tion. Those intending to do welfare work in factories are required to 
include Industrial Relations and Psychology, and special instruc- 
tion is provided in the duties of welfare supervisors. Those who think 


‘of undertaking youth leadership must also study Psychology and 


Principles of Education and they are’ given special instruction on 
the Principles and Methods of Club Work. In addition to the 
written examination, viva voce examination is held in the subjects 
covered by the visits of observation and practical work. Graduates 
who have already studied some of the subjects of the course to an 
equivalent standard may take the diploma after one year’s study, 
but normally the course lasts two years. In addition to the regular 


tuition fees, fees for practical work must be paid to the institutions 


at which training is received. Residence in a settlement is compul- 
sory for one year of the course. The University has also provision 


for the award of a Higher Diploma in Social Study. The following 


tuition fees are payable :

The British University awards Testamur and a Higher Testaniur 
in Social Study. The Testamur covers a period of two years and an 
additional year will fetch the Higher Testamur. The Higher 
Testamur is an advanced course. The programme for the Testamur 
begins in autumn and candidates must be under 25 years of age. 
Those holding a university degree in suitable subjects or having 
considerable experience in social or educational work, may get, in 
some cases, permission to take the course in one year. The full course 
for the Higher Testamur may then be completed in a second year. 
The curriculum for the Testamur includes attendance at University 
¢ourses in the following subjects : 


Economics, Psychology and Ethics, Hygiene and Public Health, 
Social and Industrial History, Central and Local Govern- 
ment, and Education; also visits of observation and 
conferences connected therewith; study of the Principles 
and Practice of Social Work and the performance of such 
work under supervision.

Arts. The fee for the first two years (each) is £2 and for final

University of Glasgow. 


_ The University offers a Social Study diploma course and admis- 
sion is usually restricted to candidates of at least 20 years of age. If 
under 21 years, they must have obtained the Scottish Senior Leaving 
Certificate and if over 21, must give proof of having had sufficient 
practical experience. The subjects of the course are Economic 
Theory, Social Psychology, Political and Social History, Industrial 
Legislation, Methods of Social Work, Political, Philosophy, Social 
Ethics, Central and Local Government, Statistics, Industrial Psycho- 
logy. In their practical training all students spend one term with 
the Society of Social Service but the content of the course is varied 
to meet the needs of individual students. For the full two years’ 
course the fee is £31 19s. Graduates whose previous studies have 
had a bearing on the course may take it in one year. The fee for the 
Course and examination is £19 13s. 67. _ a 
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University of Leeds. 


The Leeds University has a diploma course in Social Organisa- 
tion and Public Service, the usual duration of the course being two 
years. Graduates of an approved University may take a modified 
course extending over one year only. The fees are £30 per annum 
for the two year's course. For graduates takine the course in one 
year the fees vary from £32 to £88. The examination fee is £3. 


University of London. 


In the University of London and the various institutions afiliat- 
ed to its various courses in the field of Social Science are available. 
Special mention may, be made of the following institutions :—- 


Bedford College for Women. 

London School of Economies and Political Science. 
- King’s College of Household and Social Science. 

University Extension Tutorial Classes Council. 


The Bedford College offers a Certificate course in Social Studies. 
The College does not accept students under 19 years of age for this 
course, and the Certificate is in no case awarded to students under 
21 years of age. The course usually extends over a period of two 
years. But arrangements can be made for graduates (and occasion- 
ally for students with exceptional experience of social work) to take 
the course in the year, in which case practical training normally 
follows the year’s academie work. Theoretical instruction covers 
Social Economies, Social Administration, Social Structure, Social and 
Industrial History, Ethics, Psychology, Hygiene and Physiology. 

The fees are 30 guineas per annual session. “The examination 
fee is £2 2s. and there is a registration fee of £1 1s. 


The London School of Economics and Political Science grants 
the following Certificates which are recognised by the University of 
London as Certificates of Proficiency : 


1. Certificate in Social Science and Administration. 

2. Certifitate of Social Workers in Mental Health. 
3. Certificate in Social Science and Administration (Colonial). 
The Certificate in Social Science and Administration, awarded 
to students in the Department of Social Science and Administration. 
is meant primarily for men and women who wish to devote them- 
selves professionally to work in connection with the statutory or 
voluntary social services, or in the personnel and welfare departments 
of industry. The course is designed to give at the same time, a 
general education in the field of Social Science, Students for this 
course must be at least 19 years of age. Preference will be given 
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to those who have London Matriculation, or its equivalent, but well- 
qualified candidates who have spent two years in employment will 
be considered even if they have not matriculated, provided their 
standard of education is adequate for a university course. However, 
Indian students will be well advised to note that as the greater part 
of the instruction is post-graduate. they should have at least a good. 
degree. 

Students working for the Certificate attend certain lecture 
courses designed to mect their special needs; for example, courses 
on the Social Services, Economic Theory, Crime and its Treatment, 
Contemporary Social Problems, Personnel Management. in Practice, 
Principles and Methods, of Social Work, ete. They also attend some 
lectures provided for students taking degrees, for example, on 
General .and Social Psychology, Social Development in Modern 
England, British Constitution, ete. In addition, further lectures in 
the School syllabus which covers all branches of Social Sciences, may 
be attended with the approval of the tutor. Classes and individual 
tuition are provided for all students. 

These academic studies are accompanied by practical training, 
carried, out in cooperation with various societies, authorities and 
experienced social workers, with whom the Department is in close 
touch and supplemented by visits of observation to various types 
of institutions, social, educational and industfial. 

The full-time course of training for the Social Science Certificate 
occupies two sessions. Students who are already graduates of a 
university, or who have had a substantial training in Social Theory 
and considerable practical experience iñ Social Work are eligible to 
qualify for the Certificate in one year. Graduates taking the one- 
year course must be able to undertake the necessary practical work 
either before or after their theorètical training. 

The subjects for examination are Social Economies, History, 
Social Philosophy and Psychology, Social Administration (one paper 
each). The tuition fee per session is £31 10s. The fee for the two 
years’ course is £63. A registration fee of £1 1s. must also be Paid. 

Generally speaking, students are accepted fore the Certificate 
Course for Social Workers in Mental Health only if they (1) are 
over 22 years of age, (2) have already obtained a Social Science 
Certificate of a university, and (3) have had some practical experience 
of Social Work. The course extends over a period of one year. The 
Certificate is a recognised qualification for Psychiatrie Social Work 
in child guidance clinics, mental and general hospitals and other 
health and education services. 

The content of the lecture courses and seminars may be grouped 
‘under the headings of Physiology, Psychology, Child Development, 
Law Criminology and Social Case Work. The practical wore is 
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carried out at training centres under the supervision of psychiatrists 
and psychiatric social workers and is designed to give experience in 
work for both adults and children. It includes attendance at case 
discussions and clinical demonstrations, as well as the undertaking 
£ case work in connection with child guidance clinics and the 
mental hospitals used as training centres. 


The subjects for examination are Psychiatry, Psychology 
Mental Deficiency, Psychology and Mental Health in Childhovd and 
Adolescence. Social Case Work and Publie Administration (one 
paper each),, The fee per session in £31 10s. 


A special course of studies is arranged for students intending to 
do Social Work in Colonial territories. The curriculum is based upon 
that prescribed for the Certificate in Social Science, but is adapted 
in certain cases to the particular needs of Colonial students. 
Students are allowed to select certain aspects of welfare work for 
special study. Lectures and classes are arranged to prepare students 
for the following types of work : 


(a) Juvenile Welfare— 
(i) Youth organisations 
(ii) Juvenile employment ; 
(iii) Juvenile gelinquency (Probation Officers, Approved 
School and Borstal Masters) 
(iv) General (orphanages, hostels, children’s homes). 

(b) Industrial Welfare and Industrial Relations. 

(e) Rural Welfare (Singe by far the greater part of the popula- 
tion of Colonial areas is engaged in agricultural pursuits, training 
jn rural Welfare Work is of special importance to Colonial Social 
Workers, and every effort is made, to show students as many aspects 
as possible of rural community work). 

(d) Personal Welfare, Case Work and Relief Agencies. 


These studies are supplemented by lectures and classes in. which 
the application of modern methods of social administration to 
Colonial needs» and conditions are discussed. A special course on 
Comparative Sociology is given and also a course on Applied Econo- 
mics with special reference to Colonial conditions. In addition, 
students have courses of lectures on Race Problems, Economics, 
Geography of Special Areas, Ethnography and Social Structure of 
Special Regions, Colonial Administration, Colonial Welfare and 
Labour Problems, 


The course lasts for two sessions and during vacations students 
receive practical training, which is related as far as possible to the 
nature of the Social Work they intend ultimately to do. Qualified 
social workers desiring to fit themselves for posts in the Colonial 
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bay be allowed to qualify for the Certificate in a single yeur. The 
numbers taking the course are strictly limited, and Preference is 
given to students from the Colonies who already have experience of 
work in those territories. A 

The subjects for examination are Social Administration (Genera 
and Colonial,—one paper each), Economies (one paper), Sociology 
and Psychology (one paper). The School has also a three years’ (in 
some cases four years”) course for the degree of B.Se. (Econ.) in 
which common subjects are studied which have a bearing on social 
Studies. 

There is also a training course for Psychiatrie Social Workers, 
which includes both theoretical and practical® training, which are 
closely related. The theoretical training includes Psychiatry, 
Psychology, Physiology, Mental Hygiene, Law relating to the ilental 
Health Services, Criminology. and Social Case Work. The practical 
work is based on specially ‘selected hospitals for mental and nervous 
disorders, child guidance clinics and organisations for mental defi- 
ciency work. <A certificate is granted on satisfactory completion of 
the course and on passing a written examination. 


The London University offers also an External Diploma Course 
in Social Studies. This is designed in the main to provide an equi- - 
valent qualification for students who are unable to follow a full-time 
course of study. Candidates must have reached the age of 20 and 
must have matriculated in the University of London. The examina- 


tion is divided into two parts (i) theoretical and (ii) practical. 


Candidates are required either (a) to follow a course of study, 
normally extending over two years, at an institution approved for 
the purpose by the University, or (b) to have satisfied the University 
in an interview that they are suitable persons to carry out a course 
of study privately for the examination and that they have had a 
adequate experience of Social Work ; they must also have had a 
course of approved full-time practical work under supervision 
extending in all over a period of not less than six months. Candi- 
dates preparing privately must take use of study schemes drawn, up 
by the University. These schemes give general guidance but do not 
Provide for the correction of written work. 


The cost in fees to the candidate working privately amounts to 
£18. The cost to other candidates will depend upon the institution 
at which they are studying, the fees payable to the University 
amounting to £7 6s. A 


_ The University Extension and Tutorial Classes Council offers a 
Diploma course in Social Studies. This is a course for part-time 
evening students extending over four years, the final year including 
some practical work and being directed towards the particular branch 


id 


‘of Social Work which they wish to enter. Sessional courses of lec- 
tures are given on Social Structure, Social Psychology and Social 
Philosophy. An interim examination is held at the end of the third 
year and the final examination at the end of the fourth year. This 
course does not include any substantial provision for training in 
“practical work, but is intended to give a full academice training to 
those who already have practical experience. 


The King’s College of Household and Social Science of the 
University of London offers a three-year course for the University 
degree of B.Sc.

The Certificate course in Social Administration extends over a 
period of two years and is open only to older ex-service candidates 
who hold School Certificate or an equivalent qualification.

Beginning in October 1946, the University has introduced a 
course of training for Psychiatrie So 


ing for a cial Workers leading to the 
award of the University Certificate for Psychiatrie Social Workers, 
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it is a full-time one year course, intended primarily for people who 
wish to work in educational, health and similar services. Candi- 
dates for admission to the course should normally be graduates of a 
British University or should hold a Certificate in Social Science of a 
British University. Previous experience in Social Work is de- 
sirable.

University of Oxford. 

The courses for the two Diplomas offered by the University, . 
Diploma in Economies and Politics with Social Training Certificate, 
and Diploma in Public and Social Administration, are similar. But 
the first includes Economics, whereas the second does not do so 
directly. Students under 28 years of age must have passed a School 
Certificate Examination with merit, including Latin and another 
foreign language, and must belong to one of the College of the Uni- 
versity. Candidates over 23 years of age who, are not graduates must 
pass a qualifying entrance test and are interviewed before accept- 
ance. Central and Local Government officials can be accepted as 
part-time students without are restriction. Work is planned to suit 
the needs of individual students. Academic subjects included are 
- Economie Theory and Organisation (for the first Diploma only), 
Social and Economie History, Constitutional History and Political 
Institutions. Local Government, Social Administration, and Psycho- 
logy, with choice of «special subjects. The students must either 
spend three to nine months on supervised practical work of which he 
must write an account, or must write a thesis on first-hand investiga- 
tion into some problem of social administration and undertake a 
shorter period of practical work. 

The fees for the academie course are £37 10s. per annum, plus a 
registration fee of £r ls. The examination fee is £3. 

University College of Southampton. 

The College provides a course leading to the Diploma in Social 
Studies for those who wish to take up Social Work either voluntarily 
or as a profession, The general training which includes practical 
work is so arranged as to form the basis of more specialised work, as 
Hospital Almoner, Club Leader, Care Committee Organiser, Proba- 
tion Officer, House Property Manager, Industrial Personnel Mana-

Persons desiring admission must satisfy the ordinary conditions 
for. entry to the College, which include the holdine of the London 
Matriculation, or exemption therefrom.

Via” CHAPTER III BAN a) 
UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 


The institutions in the U.S.A. which offer courses and training 
in Social and Welfare Work compare favourably with those in the 
U.K. There are as many as 42 institutions and almost all offer 
courses in the various branches of Social and Welfare Work that one 
comes across in the U.K. In the U.K. there are, in addition to the 
Joint University Council for Social Studies and Public Administra- 
tion (London), three professional organisation which advise regard- 
ing any branch of Social Work. But these cannot be called Acere- 
diting Bodies as we find in the U.S.A. in respect of almost all the 
important vocations. The acerediting agency in the U.S.A. is the 
American Association of Schools of Social Work and since 1919 ° 
colleges, universities and independent institutions offering a profes- 
sional curriculum in Social Work have been affiliated as members of 
the Association. General requirements for membership were formu- 
lated first in 1927 and have been expanded and changed as the con- 
tent of the field has been more clearly defined. 


It is imperative on the part of the member Schools to conform to 
the criteria laid down by the Association. They are: the School must 
be a part of a college or a university on the approved list of the As- 
sociation of American Universities, and must have a separate cur- 
riculum for the purpose of professional education for social workers 
and must have an adequate budget. It is also stated that Type I 
members must provide a curriculum of not lesg than one year, and 
Type II of not less than two years of work in graduate professional 
Social Work, including the basic minimum curriculum of the Associa- 
tion and an approved course of field work. 


A comparison with the U.K. in respect of the several fields of 
specialisation is interesting. In the U.K. courses can be had designed 
to iead to the following fields: Approved Schools and Remand Homes, 
Child Welfare} Family Case Work, Home Teacher of the Blind, 
Hospital Almoner, Mental Health Work, Moral Welfare Work, 
Neighbourhood Work, Probation Officer. The list in respect of the 
U.S.A. is as follows: Administration of Public and Private Social 
Welfare Programmes, Children’s Case Work Community Organisa- 
tion and Social Welfare, Family Case Work, Group Work, Housing, 


Insurance and Employment Services, Medical Social Work, Prepara- 


tion for Teaching in Schools of Social Work, Probation and Parole, 


Psychiatrie Social Work, and Research in Social Work. In addition, 
there are one or two other broad fields. International Relief Ad- 
ministration, Rehabilitation, School Social Work (Visual Teaching). 
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Social and Welfare Work lead either to a certificate or a diploma or 
a degree. A few universities (Lodon and Manchester fre examples) 
officer courses leading to either B.A. or BiSe. What is more, in some 
eases Social Work is studied as almost a regular part of Sociology 
and at the London School of Economics students can take the B.Se. 
(Econ.) course for specialisation in Social Work. On the other hand, 
as mentioned earlier, the Association of Schools of Social Work in 
the U.S.A. demands that a separate Faculty or School be set up for 
purpose of teaching Social Work. In the U.S.A. graduate courses 
leading to the Master’s and Doctor’s degrees are prettyecommon. In 
the U.K. some of the courses are intended for graduates in Social 
Sciences. In the U.S.A. admission is restricted to holders of 
Bachelor’s degree and courses lead to the Master's and Doctor’s 
degrees. “There are seven institutions in all which offer courses lead- 
ing to the Bachelor’s degree, while a good number offer certificate 
courses spread over a period varying from one or two years. The 
usual duration of the Bachelor’s degree course is four years though 
the duration is only two years at Michigan State College and 
Oklahoma University, and three years at Minnesota University.

University of California. 

At the University of California a few Social Work courses were 
established during the first world war to meet emergency needs of 
that time. After some changes in the course in 1919 and 1927, the 
administration of the curriculum was taken over in 1939 by the new- 
ly formed Departnient of Social Welfare, in 1940 a two-year 
eraduate curriculum leading to the Master’s degree was introduced. 
Still later facilities for preprofessional programme of study for 
undergraduates were made available. In 1944 was established the 
School of Social Welfare which grants, on completion of two academic 
work the degree of Master of Social Welfare. 


years of graduate 

he School is a member of the American Association ot Schools 
of Social Work. Two of the specialised course of the Schoo! for 
second-year students, those in Medical Social Work and Psychiatrie 
Social Work, comply with the standards set respectively by the 
American Association of Medical Social Workers and the American 
Association of Psychiatric Social Workers, 

The graduate course consists of two years of study leading to the 
Master’s degree. During the first year students take Case Work 
classes and engage in field practicesin Case Work. The second year 
course provides for extension and development of the knowledge and 
skills acquired in the first year. In addition, training in research is 
provided by research seminars and by the preparation of a Master's 
thesis, It is interesting to note that students who are unable to 
continue their studies immediately after the first year are qualified 
for certain professional positions, and they are eligible for junior 
membership in the American Association of Social Workers. 

The School offers specialised courses in the following areas : 

Child Welfare 

Delinquency, Prevention and Control 
Family Welfare 

Medical Social Work 

Psychiatrie Social Work 

Public Welfare Administration. 

Through field work in a number of social agencies (public and 
private) students are introduced to the practice of Social Work. 

The School has also a combined course in Social Welfare and 
Education to help students planning to undertake courses in Social 
Welfare and Education.

Louisiana State University. 

This is an instance of an institution offering only a eertificate 
course. The School of Social Welfare of this University was estab- 
lished in 1937. It provides one year basie professional training of 
the graduate standard and co-operates with other colleges of the 
University in providing pre-professional education for Social Work 
on the undergraduate level. Completion of the graduate programme 
leads to a Certificate of Social Welfare, while the pre-professional 
eurriculum leads to the Bachelor’s degree in which Social Work 
farms one of the subjects of study and training. 

The professional entrieulum includes classroom courses and 
field work instruction. The requirement for admission is a Bachelor’s 
degree, as also a genuine interest in people, a devotion to high values, 
eniotional stability and good health. Some courses in the Social 
Sciences and Biological Sciences are essential, while one or more 
eourses in Anthropology, Economies, Geography, Government, 
History, Psychology and Sociology are desirable. 

_ The duration of the Certificate gourse is one year and this 
period must be spent in residence either during four summer terms 
or by a semester (half year) and two summer terms or during the 
regular session of the University. i

Persons with previous experience 
and training have an advantage; they may enter the University in 
any quarter, It is necessary to note that although knowledge of a 
foreign language is not required it is strongly recommended. 

The M.A. degree may be secured under Plan A or Pian B, that 
is, with or without a thesis. The difference between the reasearch 
studies in the two Plans is in scope rather than in quality. Plan B, 
involving a shorter fesearch study or the presentation of seminar 
papers, allows more opportunity for study in related fields. Two 
years of graduate work are required for this degree. Candidates can 
specialise in the following fields : 

Protection, Guidance and Placement of Children; Family 
Adjustment and Rehabilitation; Group Relationships; 
Medical Social Work; Psychiatric Social Work; Rural 
Social Work; Public Welfare. 


` Michigan State College. 


The Michigan State College offers facilities for taking up Social 
Service as a major subject of study in some of the Arts curricula 
leading to the Bachelor of Arts Degree. “The usual admission re- 
quirements that apply for the Arts courses, apply here also. Students 
can branch off to this specialised study at their sophomore (second) 
year at College. The following are the several courses :

Candidates for the degree of Master of Social Work, (M.S W. ), are 

required to complete two years of residence after the Bachelor’s 

degree. Those having satisfactory field work experience are exempt- 

ed from an appropriate amount of the field work necessary for the 

degree, which normally requires a minimum of 672 hours under 

supervision, with seminars and conferences. A thesis is required and 

a comprehensive oral examination is given. Candidates seeking ad- 

mission to the course must be graduates and must have completed 
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some introductory courses in the Social and Biological Sciences. In 
general, courses in the following subjects may be counted towards 
this requirement : Anthropology, Economies, History, Philosophy, 
Political Science, Psychology, Sociology, and Zoology. Tt is parti- 
cularly important that the students should have had introductory 
courses in Sociology, Political Science, Hecnomics and Psychology. 
The semester fee in the Graduate School is $150, 
Thesis fee is $30. 
New York School of Social Work. 


The New York School of Social Work has been associated with 
Columbia University as a School of graduate status. The School was 
founded in 1898 and in its early beginnings a six week’s training 
course was offered. This period was later lengthened to one year 
and in 1912 to two years? 

The School offers a graduate programme 
of Master of Science of Columbia University 
course of studies and field work. Social wo s With outstanding 
professional experience whose academic qualifications do not make 
them eligible for the Master’s degree, may be admitted to the Sehool, 
aud upon completion of the degree requirements, a professional 
certificate is awarded. Opportunities are also available for sherter 
training courses for those social workers who cannot secure a long 
leave of absence from their agencies and in the summer quarter a 
limited number of experienced students are registered for a course 
of lectures. There are also two-week Summer courses. The School 
also considers any request for extension courses for special groups 
of students. “These courses may be organized for Selected groups to 
meet the special training demanils of the field in and near New York 
City. The subjects of the rourse, number of sessions, admission re- 
Guirements and fee naturally vary with each group.

` Physical Restoration Programmes, Mental Hygiene and Psychiatrie 
Courses, and Public Welfare Administration.

Academic requirements for admission are a Bachelor’s degree, 


Completion of fundamental courses in the Social Sciences, such as

The first year of study provides the general preparation basic 
to Social Work practice in both rural and urban areas. Tt consists 
of courses in Growth and Development of the Individual, Social Case 
Work, the Child and the State, Introduction to Publie Welfare, 
Statistics in Social Work, Law for Social Workers, Social Group 
Work, Social Welfare Organisation and Administration of Social 
Insurance and Supervised Field Work. The second year is the year 
of specialisation and leads to the Master's degree. During this 
period emphasis is “placed on the area of specialisation with addi- 
tional courses required in Administration of the Social Insurance, 
Historical Background of Social Work, Professional Ethics and Social 
Research. At the end of the course the degree of Master of Sovial 
Work is awarded. No other degree or certificate is given. The 
School is affiliated with a number of representative professional 
agencies in the U.S.A. and thus affords ample opportunity for super- 
vised practice in the various fields of Social Work. 

The tuition fee per quarter (there are three quarters ina year 
of school work) is $62.50.

Utah University. 


Member Schools of the American Association of Schools of Social 
Work are of two kinds : one-year and two-year Graduate Schools. 
The Schools of Social Work at the University of Utah is a fully 
accredited one-year graduate school. It was established in 1937 for 
the purposes of preparing competent men and women for the major 
technical Services in the growing field of Social Work. Its graduates 
are eligible for membership of the American Association of Social 
Workers. The School has the advantage of situation. Salt Lake 
City offers exceptional opportunities for the study and practice of 
Social Work. Within a short radius, most of the private social 
agencies and all the public welfare institutions of typical American 
State can be vésited and observed. 

Admission requirements to the School are similar to those of the 
other accredited schools of Social Work in the United States. The 
School, however, admits a limited number of qualified men and 
women under 5 years who have the following qualifications :

In order to meet the unprecedented demand for trained Social 
Workers, an undergradaate curriculum in Social Work has also been 
established at the University. The aim of this preparation is cul- 
tural rather than vocational. It comprises certain newly organised 
courses together with a functional organisation of existing courses- 
already offered in the, various Social Science departments. It is an 
inter-departmental course of study, administered by the head of the 
Department of Sociology and Anthropology, the Dean of the Lower: 
Division (the first two years of college study), and the Dean of the 
School of Arts and Sciences,

Wayne University. 
The School of Public Affairs and Social Work of the Wayn 
University offers courses which are planned to serve several educa- 
tional purposes. They are : e 
Graduate curriculum in Social Work—This is a two-year course 
and includes field training conducted on a graduate level, Students f 
have the option to specialise in Case Work, Group Work, or Social 


Research. Those interested in Administration of Social Work mayi» 
combine their curriculum with that of Public Administration. 


Graduate course in Public “Administration—This course otfers 
advanced study iu the Organisation and Administration of Govern- 
ment and ineludes additional directed field training and research. 
Here two curricula are offered : a single ‘core’ course in citizenship 
intended for full-time students who can devote a complete year to 
instruction and work training; the second type of curricula refers to 
a number of conventional type of courses with limited work training 
and designed primarily for part-time students particularly those 
already in publie service. 

Undergraduate pre-professional course in Social Work—This is 
offered jointly by the School and the Department of Sociology, and 
prepares students for graduate study in these fields. The course is 
also open to staff workers in social agencies who are not candidates 


for degrees. 
Similarly there is an undergraduate pre-professional course in 
Public Administration. 
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With the co-operation of the State Board of Control for Voca- 
tional Education and the several colleges and departments of the 
University and of local public officials the School offers a group of 
courses for employees in public service. 


Research in the Economie, Social and Governmental Problems 
of the Detroit Metropolitan Area is conducted in conjunction with 
the Detroit Bureau of Government Research and other agencies. 


In co-operation with the Detroit Council of Social Agencies, the 
School sponsors the ‘Detroit Group Project, a year-round agency for 
diagnostic Group Work and Group Therapy. 


The School does not require that applicants for enrolment should 
have an under-graduata, major study of Sociology or other Sovial 
Sciences. It is necessary, however, that they should have completed 
thirty hours of work well distributed in the Social Sciences and the 
Humanities, including Education, Geography and Mental Hygiene. 

The Graduate courses lead to the degree of Master of Social 


Work, the usual duration being four semesters, that is, two years. 
The graduate courses are classified under the following heads : 


Case Work; Group Work; Publie Welfare and Community 
Organisation; Mental Hygiene and Psychiatry; Research 
and Thesis Direction; Field Work (1344, clock hours of 
field work is required of candidates).

CANADA AND AUSTRALIA 
CANADA. 


In Canada there are five English-language Schools of Social 
Work, three of which, at Toronto, Winnipeg and Vanzouver, are an 
integral part of the following provincial universities where they are 
located : the University of Toronto, University of Manitoba, and the 
University of British Columbia. The other institutions are the 
Montreal School of Social Work which has close relations with 
McGill University, and the Maritime School of Social Work at Hali- 
fax, which enjoys the collaboration of Dalhousie and other univer- 
sities. 


French-language courses have been organized by the University 
of Montreal in its Ecole de Service Social. 4 


Generally, students taking courses in Social Work in the institu- 
tions in Canada are university graduates. The courses are open to 
both men and women, and normally they extend over a period of two 
years which are more or less evenly divided between lectures and 
supervised field work. In what follows brief details are given re- 
garding some of the above mentioned, institutions. 


University of British Columbia. 


The course in Social Work-offered by the University of Briti 
Columbia lead to the degrees of B.S.W., and M.8.W. (Bache 
and Master’s degrees). The Bachelor of Social Work degree is a 
post-graduate one and candidates must have a B.A\, degree or an 
equivalent degree and must possess an adequate backgrou Soui 
and Biological Sciences. ki a an 


B.S. W. course extends over a period of one year. Candidates 
take an examination and do field work in a recognised social agence: si 
Candidates for the M.S.W. degree must invariably have the BS W. 
degree and niust begin work for the Master's degree within A 
years after receiving the Bachelor’s degree. The University has made 
some provision for admission of candidates who had had the Social 
Work Diploma of the University (for which the B.A. is a prere ui 
site). In some cases such candidates will be required to pass eq i- 
comprehensive examination. The duration of the course is on ae

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the University offers the following courses :

University of Manitoba 


The School of Social Work of the University of Manitoba was 
Opened in the Fall (September) term of 1943 as a graduate profes- 
sional school attached to the Faculty of Arts and Science of the Uni- 
versity. The School offers to university graduates a one-year gourse 
of training leading to the University Diploma in Social Work. 


The requirement fox admission to the School is a university 
degree, in Arts, Science or Home Economics. Sometimes persons 
with a lesser qualification are admitted. But these latter must be 
employed in a recognised social service agency or in a government 
department in the field of Social Work, together with a background 
of full-time experience as social workers under such recognised social 
agency or government department for at least two years. Candidates

AUSTRALIA 


Unlike the institution reviewed above, Australian universities 
do not generally have a separate School of Social Work, The uni- 
versities do recognise the importance of this branch of study and 
training but the courses offered are usually grouped under the board 
heading ‘Social Studies’. Here Social Work is studied along with 
Psychology, Economics and other subjects. These studies lead to the 
general Arts Degree (B.A.). Diplomas in Social Studies are also 
quite common. The University of Melbourne, for instance, offers a 
two-year full-time course leading to a Diploma in Social Studies. 
This course: is regarded’ as suitable for training Social Workers. It 
includes some Arts subjects as well as special Social Studies and 
practical work in the field. Specially approved four-year courses 
may be taken by candidates who desire both the degree of Bachelor 
of Arts and this Diploma. ° The courses that are immediately related 
to Social Work are Industrial Organisation, Social Organisation, 
Problems of Society, Mental Hygiene and Case Study. 

The University of Adelaide offers.a two-year Diploma course in 
Social Studies. Normally candidates for admission must possess a 
graduate degree or an equivalent qualification. To obtain the 
Diploma candidates have to (1) attend lectures and pass examina- 
tions in Economics; Psychology; Hygiene; Economic History; or 
Political Seience or Social History; Principles and Practice of Social 
Case Work; Social Psychology ; Sociology (including study of Socicty' 
and Social Philosophy); and Nutrition; (2) sttend a course of 
lectures on Social Organisation and a seminar on Case Work; and 
(3) take a course of practical Work under supervision. ` 

Qualified eandidates may eomplete this eourse in one year. 

Almost similar is the provision that exists in the University of 
The Diploma in Social Studies 1s awarded after a course 
extending over two years. The admission requirements are : passing 
of the Matriculation Examination, personal suitability for work and 
tainment of the age of 20 years. There is also provision for admit- 
ting candidates over 25 years of age who have not passed the requir- 
ed examinations provided they have the necessary previous experi- 
ence to undertake the studies. ' 

During the first year the following courses are studied : 

Psychology, Social Economies, Social History and Legislation, 

` Biology and Human Welfare. 

Second year courses are : 

Psychology, Social Philosophy, Mental Health, Legal Aspects 
of Social Work, Publie Administration and Social Orga- 
nisation, Nutrition and Family Budgetting, Sociai and 
Personal Hygiene. 

Students are required to undertake supervised practical -work 
during the academic year and in the long vacations following both 
first and second years. Hach student, as a rule, must have experi- 
ence in four different organisations during the course. 
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
